DETERRENT SENT, NCES. * 


Tuer have a very summary and effective 
method at Canton of denling with armed 
robbers. Two men who attempted to 
commit an armed robbery in a house at 
Canton last week were ordered by the 
Police Commissioner to he shot. Before 
‘the sentence was carried out the two 
miscreants: were paraded through the 


J streets of Saikwan and their fate pro- 


claimed og a warning to evil doers. If 
we could deal with»this type of ruffian 
in Hongkong in the same way, we should. 
doubtless have fewer’ crimés of this 
chatacter here. «But British \law allows 
np man’s life to be° taken except 
for the rime of murder, and since 
it is under British law that Chinese 
subjects are tried and* .punished in 


Hongkong, the public have ‘observed | 


with great satisfaction “that the Judges 
at -the Criminal Sessions: are show- 
ing, no hesitation to impose on desperate 
crimimela of this type the full measure 
of punishment that the law allows. In 
a case at the recent sessions the Chief 
Justice iniposed a sentence. of life im- 
prisonment on one ruffians who had 
ruthlessly hacked at-a sleeping man with 
an axe,.and, on his own admission, ‘had 
ussaulted the man’s wife dnd daughter, 
apparently with the same instrument, the 
motive of the crime being, apparently, robe 
bery. In anotber case the Chief Justice 
sentenced “an armed robber to seventeen 
years’ imprisonment and tweiity strokes 
of ‘the cat’, ‘Mr. Justice, Gompertz, 
who tried. several. cases of lesser villainy 
by armed robbers, imposed sentences of 
ten, five and three years’ imprisonment, 
and in oné case ordered.the “cat” in 
addition. In nother case, where the 
judictiment was one of. unlawful posses: 


-|.sion of arms and ammunition, a sentegee 


of six years was given, and in yet another! 
case in whieh the “man simply had 
unlawfully: in his possession a dagger, a 
sentence. of twelve months was imposed: 
We hope tho’ publicity given, to these 
sentences will have: the deterrent effect 
they -are intended’ to':have, but when we 
seé how Canton deals’.with.criminals of 
this type we are inclined to regret, at 
Jeast, that publicity is not assisted
